One thousand Mexicans cheered the 
chemistry teacher as her plane landed 
at Valbuena field at 3:45 p. m. . They 
surrounded the Ford plane in which 
she had flown from Detroit in easy 
stages and gave her a splendid ova- 
tion, 

Charles A. Lindbergh, who had gone 
out in the Spirit of St. Louis to meet 
his mother, arrived at the field ten 
minutes later. ,

Rambling Confession 
Hickman 


Pendleton, Ore., December 22. 
(AP)—Wilham E. Hickman, 19, 
tonight told a broken story of the 
kidnaping of Marian Parker, 12- 
year-old Los Angeles girl, and at 
the same time endeavored des- 
perately to shift the blame for the 
mutilation of the girl upon the 
shouldérs of his “partner”’—a 
man ae named as “Andrew Cra- 
mer.’ 

Hickman’s Story, teld soon aft- 
er his capture today to Parker 
Bramin, correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press, was broken and at 
times incoherent. He said he was 
to have met Cramer, whom he de- 
scribes as about 28 years old, in 
the Herald hotel at San Francisco 
last Sunday, but that his accom- 
plice failed to appear there. 

“As far as | can remember, | 
think he had been leading an im- 
pure life, he has a sore spot on 
his chin—but that might have 
been from the way he had been 
eating.”” Hickman commented. 

Hickman said his companion 
wore a gray overcoat and had but 
one suit, tan or brown. The 
prisoner said he did‘ not know 
where the man was staying. 

“The other man was to provide 
the hiding place for the girl,” 
the prisoner declared, while Hick- 
man was to obtain the stipulated 
$1,500 from Perry M. Parker, 
Los Angeles’ banker; the’ girl's 
father.

Hickman back. Precautions are 
taken against mob violence. 

County grand jury at Los An- 
geles js called for a special session 
and indicts Hickman on kidnaping 
and murder charges. 

Hickman’s father, in El Paso, Tex-

Kidwell, who was on the Teapot 
Dome trial jury, under a sharp exam- 
ination by James J. O'Leary, assist- 
ent District Attorney, admitted that 
the affidavit he made in the office of 
the district attorney December 9 was 
wry and had been dictated by him- 
seit. 

He insisted, - however,. others. had 
been written. by O'Leary, who had 
put his own words into them part 
of them were true, he said. Thongh 
admitting he had, signed and affirmed 
one document, he said he did so after 
telling O'Leary the last paragraph 
was untrue and believing be was act- 
ing only on the part he knew ‘was 
correct.

It is 
purely an attempt to enlighten read- 
ers who may entertain some miscon- 
ception such as this mother’s query 
indicates. 

The fallacy that cream ‘of tartar 
purifies the blood is so very strong 
that I searcely hope to disabuse the 
minds of many old timers, though I 
do hope that thig discussion may-con- 
vince some of fhe young people that 
cream of tartar is just a fairly good 
alkaline diuretic and saline laxative, 
that’s all. 

Notice the mother wants something 
to clear. the complexion and clear the 
blood too, Clearing the complexion 
probably means correcting blackheads 
and curing pimples, or again it may 
mean removing  sallowness. But 
heaven knows what clearing the blood 
means, The mother probably assumes 
that, if the child's complexion is 
muddy, sallow, pimply or in any way 
at fault, the blood must be similarly 
at fault. Of course, there is nothing 
in this quaint association of the ap-

'nearance and condition of the skin 


of the face with the state of the 
hlood. It is just ancient almanac 
buncombe. Some shrewd old quack 
discovered that folks feli for that idea, 
and ever since it has been a great 
money-making line. Indeed, not a few 
nostrum exploiters are still doing busi- 
ness on the old line. And:the “beauty 
expert” has not yet burst upon the 
horizon who doesn't play up her cus- 
tomers on this line for all th® cus- 
tomers will stand. 

There is no blood disease or defi- 
ciency that is associated with, mani- 
fexted by or responsible for any erup- 
tion, rash, blemish. or other fault of 
the complexion, with the possible ex- 
ception of “black and blue” marks or 
hemorrhagic spots in scurvy and 
purpura. 

No one has ever found any evidence 
is impure or in any 
way abnormal in cases of blackheads 
and pimples or boils, 

True, a sallow complexion is some- 
times in part due to anemia or weak 
blood, but this has nothing to do with 
clearing the blood or purifying the 
lood. 

No honest medicine purports to 
purify the blood. No fake medicine 
can possibly have any such effect. 

I said cream of tartar is a diuretic 
and a saline laxative. It is one of 
the best, and is comparatively harm- 
less for home use. A diuretic is any- 
thing that stimulates the kidney excre- 
tion. Under the stimulus of potassium 
bitartrate (cream of tartar) the kid- 
neys excrete more water, that’s all.

cream of tartar makes the kidneys 
eliminate aug more poison or waste 
matter than they would eliminate if 
let alone, 

I confess it makes one feel-a little

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Ptomain Poisoning Can't Happen. 
Would a piece of beefsteak, if 
old, cause ptomain poisoning? 
Could the steak, after being 
broiled, be analyzed by a doctor 
and a diagnosis of ptomain poison- 
ing made of the sickness caused 
by eating such steak? Could 
there be another kind of poison- 
ing from bad or spoiled meat be- 
sides ptomaiff poisoning? (Mrs. 

BK. R. H.) 

Answer. — No, the worst such 
spoiled or decomposed meat could do 
to one who ate it is to cause nausea 
or vomiting, or if the meat were re- 
Mined then perhaps purging. Pto- 
main poisoning simply can’t happen, 
for there is no such thing. Other kinds 
of “poisoning” might occur; for in- 
stance, botulism, which is a germ dis- 
ease, the toxin of the germ cansing 
paralysis and probably death within 
an few davs after the food containing 
the botulinus bacilli has been eafen; 
but such “poisoning” has been car- 
ried in canned fruit or vegetables, as 
a rule, not in meat or milk. Then, 
paratyphoid fever bacilli may be pres- 
ent in meat or sausage that has-been 
exposed in the market or handled by 
uncleanly persons—say in steak 
ground or chopped up in large bulk 
and kept many hours or days before 
it is purchased. A bacteriologist 
might detect botulinus or paraty- 
phoid contamination in the food, 

Chicken in the Pan. 

I believe your contention that 
canned food left standing in the 
opened can cannot cause poisen- 
ing is correct. But | want to 
ask about chicken left in a tin 
pan or can? Also certain kinds 
of fish? Most housewives know 
‘what a tin dish will do to pressed 
chicken, (Mrs. B. E. W.) 
Answer.—lI assure you that chicken 

and fish are not exceptions to the 
rule. These or anv other foods that 
may be canned or tinned may be kept 
in the opened tins or cans as well as 
in any other container. It is just a 
popular myth, kept up by an occa- 
sional third-rate canning firm, that 
some kind of “poisoning” is likely 
to occur if the canned food is allowed 
to stand in the can for any length 
of time after the can is opened. 
Where superstition is at work, ordi- 
nary human experience or common 
sense has no weight, but nevertheless 
it is the experience of millions of 
people that canned food remains 
wholesome when kept standing for 
hours or days.in the opened can, if 
it is fit to eat when it is put in the 
ean in the first place. You will find 
that it is the canners who market 
inferior geodsa, culls and rotting or 
half-spoiled stuff, that print on the 
label the trick line about removing 
the food from the tin immediately.

You have used the phrase “the 
priesthood of the individual” as 
one of the bases of unity between 
churches. Is this identical with 
the “priesthood of the laity,” 
which we as Catholics believe is 
conferred by confirmation? 

We distinguish it, of course, 
from the representative or sacri- 
ficial priesthood of the clergy. 
Our underlying idea is that it is a 
congregation which, for example, 
Says mass through its representa- 
tive, the priest; though the 
priest's authority to represent us 
is conferred by God in ordination 
and not by popular election of 
the congregation itself, 

This question probably alludes to 
1 Veter 11-0: “Ye are a chosen gen- 
eration, a reyal priesthood, an holy 
nation, a peculiar people,” etc, a 
passage which underlies Protestant 
and Catholic teaching concerning the 
believer's priesthood, 

But the Protestant insists that this 
priesthood gives him the right to ap- 
proach God for himself, whereas the 
Catholic insists that the priest alone 
is the representative of the worship- 
ing congregation by virtue of his 
divine ordination to the priestly of- 
fice. He therefore has the power of 
consecration, predication and govyern- 
ment. Nevertheless, as you say, the 
whole congregation joins in the sacri- 
ficial act called the mass. 

Priest and people together repeat 
the following “prayer befure mass:” 
“This church is the house of God, I 
have come here to worship Him by 
offering the holy sacrifice of the mass.

Federal reserve banks ‘:ave agreed to 
purchase up to $30,000,000 of prime 
commercial bills from the Banca 
D'Italy, and J. P. Morgan & Co. 
have extended a credit to the same 
institution of $25,000,000. Of the 
remainder, 5,000,000 pounds sterling, 
or about $25,000,000, is guaranteed by 
the London banks of Morgan, Grenfell 
& Co., Baring Brothers & Co., Lid., 
The Hambros Bank, Ltd., and N. M. 
Rothschild & Sons. The balance, 
amounting to about $45,000,00Q was 
arranged by the various central banks 
of Europe. 

The present credit is described: in 
banking circles as the final step in 
stabilization of the Italian currency, 
and is obtained for use more as a 
custom than for real financial need.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPOND- 


Cancer and Infection. 
No, Mrs. Cy cancer is not infectious 
(these words mean 
practically ‘the same thing). so there 
is no danger whatever of your infect- 
ing your family’ because you had a 
tumor removed ‘which proved to be 


cancerous. 


In many ways we wish it could he 
proved that eancer was caused by a 
germ and thus would be infectious in 
some «degree at lenst. Some investi- 
gators found a germ in cancers experi- 
mentally “produced in chickens, but 
there was always some wrong chemi- 
cal change in the tissue which seemed 
to be necessary to activate the germ. 


No causative germ as yet has been 
found in human cancer. But the 
chemical change is always there. Just 
what causes it we do not know, but 
we are beginning to believe that un- 
balanced diets may have something, 
verhaps a great deal, to do with its 
ormation. 

We know that prolonged irritation 
mayeproduce cancer-—-for instance, the 
irritation to smokers’ lips from. the 
heat of the tobacco holder—a_ pipe, 
cigarette or cigar—or scars or moles 
that are constantly irritated, etc. But 
if there were not some profound chem 
ical change also necessary, a very 
great many more would he afflicted. 


There is always a’ pre-capcerous 
stage to cateer, and the hope for 
cure is to recognize it in this -pre- 
cancerous stage and have it removed.
